It appeared from the case stated that the 
cottage had been held at fivepence a year, 
under a lease of March 23, 1825. which had 
expired’ on March 25, 1924, and that Mrs.

vears from March 25, 1924, at £6 a year. 
From March 25, 1924, till September 29, 1939, 
she had paid £87 in respect.of rent payable 
under the lease at £6 a year, and B ae sub- 
mitted that the standard rent was fivepence 
a year; that the permitted increase under 
the Increase of Rent Act was one penny; and 
that the landlords were entitled to recover 
only the yearly rent of sixpence from March 
25. 1924, till September -29, -1939. 

For the landlords it was submitted that the 
standard rent was £6, and that on the fixing 
of the standard rent by the Circuit Court 
Judge such rent was retrospective so as to 
prevent the recovery of any sums previously 
paid where such sums were,not in excess of 
the standard rent so fixed, plus permitted in- 
creases. | 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S JUDGMENT 


The Chief Justice, in. the course of his 
judgment, said that the ‘question to be 
determined, therefore, was: What was the 
standard rent of the premises during the 
period mentioned ? 

Having examined the provisions of Sections 
1 and 2 of the Act, in regard to standard 
rent and how it should be determined, the 
Chief Justice said that on the evidence in 
this case it had been conceded that the 
standard rent must be determined in the 
manner prescribed in Section 2 (1) (b), the 
manner in which it had been determined. by 
the Circuit Court Judge, who had declared 
it to be £6. 

The defendants said that the word “let,” 
in the proviso Clause B of Section 2 (1) 
meant ‘let to an occupying tenant ’’; that 
the letting effected by the lease of 1825 was 
a letting to the Rev. Thomas Acton, who 
was not an yr ala tenant of the premises; 
and that the first letting to an occupying 

“tenant was made by the lease of April 14, 
1924, to Mrs. Cleary at a rent of £6, and 
that the standard rent accordingly was £6, 
As he was unable to assent to the-first of 
those propositions, it was not necessary that 
he should consider the second and third.
